Need Nourishment 
For Moulting Hens 


Moulting Is One of Times 
. That Extra Care Should 


Be Taken of Hens 


According to one of the laws of na- 


ture is becomes necessary for a hen to 
change her coat of plumage once a 
year. During the period she molts 
it ir unfair to expect very much in 
the way of production. We. therefore, 
should strive to help a hen pass though 
the molt by good feeding and breed- 
ing methods. 


Just because a hen :. ceases laying 


when she starts molting does not per- 
mit us to cut down or her feed. The 
manufacture of an entirely heVy coat 
of "plumage, which represents 5 per 
cent of the bird's total weight, in two 
or three months, is an enormous strain 
on the bird's system. "A good producer 
is also usually a late molter so that 
she needs an abundance of heat pro- 
ducing feeds in order to keep her com- 
fortable in the absence of feathers. 


If' there is ever a time when a hen 


needs a ration that is highly digesti- 
ble and one that contains the differ- 
ence nutrients needed to nourish all 
parts of the body, it is during the 
molting 
period. Many 
poultrymen 


feed their molting hens a ration con- 
sisting of equal parts of a good egg 
mash and a good growing mash. Giv- 
ing the birds access to such a mix- 
ture will not only, provide the neces- 
sary feather building materials, but 
jive the birds a chance to 
rebuild 


broken down tissues and build up a 
storage of food nutrients 'that will 
carry them through 
the 
breeding 


season in the very best condition. It 
in turn will mean better fertility, bet- 
ter hatchability, and larger, stronger 
chicks—chicks that win be capable of 
developing into profitable birds.

Rare Sweet Potato Seed 


May Help Improve Plant 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 8.—(^i-Big- 


ger and better sweet potatoes may 
have been made possible by the gov- 
ernment's acquisition of seed for ex- 
'pcrimental breeding. 


Rarely, except in tropical and sub- 


tropical regions, docs the sweet po- 
tato produce viable seed. It is pro- 
pagated in the United States by draws 
or slips, the seed-producing habits 
having disappeared before the plant 
was adopted for cultivation. 


Seeds for the experiments were ob- 


tained in Hawaii and the Virgin Is- 
lands. In one generation of breeding 
vast changes in type may take place 
whereas only slight changes can be 
made in many decades through selec- 
tion and vegetative reproduction. 


Pink Worms Damaging 


-Algerian Cotton Fields 


ALGIERS. Sept. 5.—(UP)—The pink 


worm has put in an appearance in 
Algerian cotton 
fields. 
The 
pink 


worm is the caterpillar of a butter- 
fly (pectinophora gossypiella) which 
can no longer be kept out of Algeria. 
Damages caused by the pink worm 
are great and means are being taken 
to fight the pest. 


At different seasons lamp traps are 


to be set to catch the butterflies and 
when the last crop is picked plants 
or remains of cotton remaining in the 
fields must be destroyed by fire. All 
grains of cotton from the infested tcr- 
litory must be disinfected.
